It is thought that the outbreak will occur before 
the end of September, when the re-inforcements 
from Asia will have been concentrated in Bulgaria, 
and Macedonia and the Vilayette of Adrianople, 
It is not thought that there will be any formal 
declaration of war, in view of the Bulgarian vassal 
statues but that some frontier incident -will pre- 
cipitate hostilities. 
The Bulgarians and Mace- 


donians residing in Constantinople are in terror 
of massacre. A large number of them were ar- 
rested a few days ago as a "preventative meas-. 
ure" and they have not yet been released. The 
fear of a massacre is probably exaggerated, al- 
though in view of the present excited state of 
Musseiman feeling, an insignificant incident might 
perhaps lead to a massacre. 


The terrible accounts received regarding the 


conduct of the Turkish troops have not surprised 
European officials here but many who have 
hitherto been optimistic in their views now ac- 
cept the prevailing belief that Turkey is on the 
eve of a catastrophe.

They are much like 
the larger plants with which we are 
familiar—as wh«at> corn, barley, etc 
To grow well they need a suitable soil

In 1882 Robert Koch discovered that 


tuberculosis is produced by a germ, a 
vegetable parasite, -which he named 
the bacillus tuberculosis. This germ 
grows with great difficulty outside of 
the body 
It has to be cultivated with 


extreme care in the laboratory Sun- 
shine rapidly uestroys it. It will not 
live long in a perfectly dry state—it 
must have water like other plants 
But in dark mofst places it may live 
for months 
It gets into the bod) in 


a number of ways 
It may bp in tbe 


air we breathe ann enter the lungs 
directiv. or it Ifxlges in the tonsils and 
is canieti to various parts of the bodv 
by th ' lymphatic "jstcm 
It mav be

When the air is still they 


settle to the floor Babies creeping 
about the floor, and putting fingers 
and articles found to their mouths, 
swallow them, and may contract tuber- 
culosis in some form 
Flies settle up- 


on the sputum and carry off germs 
which they may afterwards deposit 
upon or in food or drink 
When the 


constimpti'"1 expectorates upon tho 
street the germs finally mingle with 
the dust and arp blown here and there 
It is probable that most of these are 
killed by exposure to light and air. 
The undried sputum on the sidewalk 
may readily contaminate a ioig drag' 
glng skirt and 
bo carried into the 


house to bo there set free. 


In many ways these germs find an 


entrance to the human body. What 
then happens? That depends upon 
the soil 
We are practically certain 


that theae germs will not grow in the 
tissues of a perfectly healthy body; 
at least not to an extent to produce 
discoverable signs of disease. But 
lere onr knowledge i* less perfect. 
We see persons apparently in exee-1- 
ent health contract consumption— 
others, diseased or in evident ill 
health, escape though expwed to the 
germs for long periods. 


But mmny persons undoubtedly have 


a Blight attack of tuberculosis and get 
well of it without knowing it. On the 
poet mortem table It Is a common oc- 
currence to find healed tuberculous 
eeloas In the lungs where there had 
been no history of tuberculosis during 
ife 
As the elder Or. Flint pointed

ease. Many of the trades favor tuber- 
culosis. Workmen who breathe an at- 
mosphere filled with sharp, cutting 
particles of dust, are very prone to the

The injury thus done to the 


lungs apparently renders them a bet- 
ter growing place for the germ. So 
ai»o many of the diseases that affect 
the lungs leave behind conditions fav- 
orable to tuberculosis 


Perhaps one of the most potent of 


the causes of tuberculosis is the habit- 
ual breathing of impure air 
Fresh 


air is food for the Jungs. Thoce who 
work in crowded shops and offices, j 
sleep in rooms with doors and win- 
dows closed, are frequent victims of 
this disease. As will be seen when 
considering the cure of tuberculosis, 
fresh air is of prime importance. The 
converse of the conditions that are 
essential for the cure or this disease 
are those most likely to produce it 


As was independently pointed out 


by 1>- Bowditch of Massachusetts and 
Dr. Buchanan of England, living in 
houses built on damp, undrained soil 
predisposes one to tuberculosis. 


In general it may be said that any 


and all of the conditions that produce 
a low standard of health favor the 
growth of the seeds of tuberculosis. 


In conclusion we should carry in 


mind that tuberculosis is caused by • 


(a) The growth ia the body of a 


minute parasite or germ. 


(b) That the tissues of a healthy 


body do not afford a favorable soil 
for its growth. 


(c) That one may inherit or acquire 


a weakened condition of 
the 
body 


which renders it unable to resist the 
srowth of these germs and the conse- 
quent production of tuberculosis. 


The relation of animal to human 


tuberculosis, and the precautions to be 
taken to avoid the disease, will be con- 
sider c-d in Article No 3

ARMER PERKINS—One thine I 


do not like about our tax sys- 
tem Is the personal and inquisi- 
tional feature of the tax list 


According to it, I must unbosom 
myself to a township assessor and 
tell him all my affairs. 
His iiat 


requires me to teli the value or mon- 
eys in my possession, or on deposit, 
on tax levy day, value of all credits, 
and then deduct my debts from the 
credits, and in this way disclose to tbe 
township assessors my exact financial 
condition. The blank ia to be returned 
to the county auditor and made a per- 
petual record. This I am required to 
4o every year. While I do have noth- 
ing to conceal from such inquiries, I 
Would like to know how this provisiOB 
Of iaw works out in practice. 


Lawyer Thorndike—It does not work 


out at all. By those who wish to avoid 
tbe requirements of law, It amounta 
to nothing. 


A taxbearer who does not wish to 


return any money on band does not do 
so, and as to credits, they are offset 
fcy debts, fictitious or otherwise. 


Farmer Perkins—Is there no way to 


Compel a citizen to return his money 
and credits as the tax law seems to 


Lawyer 
Thorndike — Practically, 


there is no remedy. The state has m> 
efficient means to reach the facts ia 
each case. The effort to do so would 
be so stupendous that the state coulfl 
not afford to do it 
Hence the items

credits, arr a d^ac! ietter. except in the

Tbe taxbearer Is re-

No man will disclose to the state bis 


financial affairs, will display his cred- 
its and deduct his debts. Many make 
a show of dolns; no. but no reliance Is 
to be placed on it. 


Many men will disclose so much of 


ti'eir affairs as they Think in posses- 
sion of the public. Irit no more. The 
principle jro\eming men in returning 
moneys auil credits is only to give 
enough to prevent their being Inquired 
after by the boards of tax review. 


Hence all wise men, aJ far as pos- 


sible, conceal 
their possession or 


ownership of moneys and credits from 
taxing officers 
Wbat those officers 


do not know, they cannot reach. 


Tbe assessor and 
»mri!toi- are de 


pemlent on public favor. They do not 
wish to make enemies The boards of 
review regard tbe business of Inquir- 
ing Into their 
neighbor's affairs at, 


mean and contemptible, and hence the 
taxbearer usually escapes 


In other states the tax lists have 


the same inquisitional features. 


In North Carolina the taxbearer 18 


required to appear before a list taker 
and state bis numev in hand 
Ke is 


alsj required to state his credits, but 
rn»y iloducl his dftvts therefrom. 


In Georgia, the lu\bearer is required 


to answer flfty-nin* questions, true an- 
swers to which would require him to 
show up nil monpvs and credit*. 


The answers to these questions must 


be sworn, and the taxbearer must 
swear that he has not acted the scoun- 
drel in answering tbe questions. One 
question is. "How much money have 
you in hand?"' Another is, "What Is 
the gross value of yournotea,accounts, 
or other obligations for money?" An- 
other is, "Are you a railroad 
presi- 


dent?" 


In Indiana the tax bearer is required 


to answer 100 questions. Thirteen ot 
these relate to money and the various 
kinds of credits. Then 29 line* are 
reserved for him to give an itemized 
list of his debts. 
He is required to 


list his male and female dogs separate- 
ly, and then required to answer three 
interroRatori«3. Tbe first !i as to trust 
positions, 
executor, 
administrator, 


trustee, ftc. 


The second is whether be has con- 


verted any of his property to avoid 
taxation. 


The third is. It you did so. give full 


particulars. The second and third in- 
terrogatories are always answered 
"no." 
The** never was a yes to the 


second and third questions, or either 
of them.

Fanner Perkins—Is It proper and 


right that the state should charge each 
taxbearer with fraud and dishonesty 
In making bU returns before or at the 
time they are made, and require him 
to purge himself of suepected crimes? 


Lawyer Thorndike—Certainly it is 


not. 
Al] Buch charges and oaths are 


a discredit and a disgrace to any state. 
They are a violation of the respect 
the state owes its citizens and of the 
citizens' self-respect. 


The state should never charge dis- 


honesty or fraud In advance of its be- 
ing committed. 


A system which requires such pro- 


cedure should be abolished. 


Fanner Perkins—Suppose the state 


should compel the disclosures asked 
for in tbe tax list, what would be the 
results * 


Lavyer TJsorndike— One-half the tax 


bemws would be driven 
into bank- 


ruptcy, or insolvency, at once. A re- 
lation of the facts required by the tax 
lists would create the mightiest panic 
ever produced, and one which would 
force one-half the community into li- 
quidation. 
The enforcement of the 


law would be ruinous to the prosperity 
of the state.

Indian Territory, and the maladminis- 
tration of Indian affaire in Oklahoma. 
The scandal is divided into two parts. 


One la the purchase of Indian lands 


in the territory by "rings," which fix- 
ed up schemes to matte competitive 
bidding at sales a mere farce, presum- 
ably with the collusion of government 
officials who are stockholders or di- 
rectors in land companies and trust 
companies formed for the purpose of 
speculating in Indian lands. 


The other is thieving from the In- 


dians on the reservations in Oklahoma 
by means of fradulent allotments of 
cash due the natives under the agree- 
ments which the United States has 
with the tribes. 


All that can properly be said at 


this time is that proof of frauds exists, 
especially in Oklahoma; that 
these 


frauds extend by collusion or negli- 
gence into the interior department 
here, that an investigation is now un- 
der way, and that in the end a num- 
ber of arrests of Suspected omcials 
may be looked for.

THE SILK INDUSTRY. 


The imports of raw silk in the fiscal 


year just ended, were the largest tn 
t!ie history of the government Statis 
tics just compiled by the department 
of commerce and labor, through its 
Bureau of Statistics, show that for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, 
15,273,340 pounds of unmanufactured 
silk, valued at $50,011,819. were im- 
ported as compared with 142 million 
pounds in 1902 and 10.4 millions in 
1901, From this silk our manufactur- 
ers will make finished products val- 
ued at over 125 million dollars, 


Of the 50 million dollars1 worth of 


unmanufactured silk imported, practi- 
cally one-half comes from Japan: the
